bequests of niore than $25,000,000 to religious, 
charitable, and educational institutions in 
his will, filed for probate today. 

The gift is the largest single contribution 
of ite kind ever made and the beneficiaries 
include educational and church institutions 
north, south, east, and west in this country 
and several abroad—sixty in all.“ 

Nearly half of the $25,000,000 goes to inati- 
tutions connected with the Presbyterian 
church, of which Mr. Kennedy had been an 
active member for many years. 

Other large beneficiaries include the Amer- 
loan Bible society, the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art, the New York public library, the 
United Charities of New York, Columbia uni- 
versity, and Robert college, Constantinople. 

Aside from these gifts Mr. Kennedy left 
approximately $35,000,000 to his widow, his 
relatives, and a great number of friends and 
employés. The widow's share will be about, 
$16,000,000. All of the testator’s employés 
received gifts of from $500 to $2,000 each, -

Mrs. Kennedy, besides receiving the million 
dollar residence, the summer home at Bar 
Harbor, and the bankers’ valuable library 
and art collections, also inherits $1,000,000 in 
cash and & $12,000,000 share in the residuary 
estate. 

To relatives bequests of from $10,000 to 
$250,000 each are made, While a share of the | 
residuary estate, valued at about $12,750,000, 
ie to be divided among them.

How the Accident Happened. 

Shortly after that hour {t bégan its trial.

Under 
the ten boilers, twenty-one knots was main- 
tained for the rest of the time, and at (o' clock 
the North Dakota steamed into this harbor 
and sent the injured men ashore. 

“The defective tube was replaced and ar- 
rangements were made to leave at midnight 
for the twenty-four hour run at a speed of 
nineteen knots an hour. 

The battleship is expected at Boston Light- 
ship at midnight tomorrow, and during its 
run it will be decided whether there will be 
“@ continuation of the trials and whether the 
four hour test will be repeated. 

Although the North Dakota fulfilled its 
contract today, its builders, the Fore River 
Shipbuliding company of Quincy, Mass., 
are afxious to see what it can do on a four 
houritest with its usual steam equipment.

IIIA Is EDUCATOR, DEAD 


Former Commissioner of Educa-| 


tion Passes Away in East. 


GAINED WORLDWIDE FAME. 


Received Degrees trom Many Institu- 


tions at Home and Abroad. 


Providence, R. I., Nov. 5.—William. Torrey 
Harris, former United States commissioner 
of education, died tonight. Mr. Harris“ work 
in educational lines gained for him interna- 
tional recognition. 

The educator was born at North Killingly, 
Conn., in 1885. His early education was, 
received in the common schools and sundry 
academies, among them Philips-Andover 
academy, and for two years and a half he 
attended Yale college. In 1869 the institu- 
tion bestowed on him the degree of A. M., 
and in 18965 the degree of LL. D. 


Twenty-three Years in St. Louis. 

In 1809 the University of Jena, Germany, 
conferred on him the degree of Ph. D. and 
he received the degree of LL. D. from the 
University of Missouri in 1870, from the 
University of Pennsylvania in 1804, and trom 
Princetom university in 1806 in 1857 he 
went to St. Louis, where for twenty-three 
years he wae teacher, principal, assistant 
superintendent, and superintendent - public 
achools. . 

He published thirteen volumes of reports, 
those contributed to the educational exhibit 
of the United States at the Paris exposition 
of 1878 attracting such attention that he 
was tendered the honorary title or Officier 
de FAcademie.” In 180 he received the title 
of “ Officier de Instruction Publique” trom 


the French government. 


Made Commissioner in 1889. 

In 1880 he visited Europe, representing the 
United States pureau of education at the in- 
ternational congress of educators at Brussels. 
Returning, he settled at Concord, Mass., 
where he became a member of the School 
In 1889 he represented the 
United States bureau of education at the 
Paris exposition, and the same year was ap- 


pointed commissioner of. education of the 


United States and went to Washington; D. C. 

In 1866 he was the founder of the Philo- 
sophical society of St. Louis, and in 1870 
president of the National Educational asso- 
ciation. For fifteen years he was an officer 
of the American Social Science association. 
He was assistant editor of Johnson's Cyclo- 
pesdla. In cooperation with A. J. Rickoff 
and Mark Bailey he prepared the Appleton 
School Readers, and with Duane Doty of Oe- 
troit, Mich., drew up the first formulated 
„Statement of the Theory of American Edu- 
cation.“

The price for which the ers sold their 
mills, which employ about hands, was 


not disclosed officially. It is said to have 
been in the neighborhood of $15,000,000. The 
purchasers are members of a syndicate of 
eastern and southern mill owners who by ac~ 
quiring control of this great property will, it 
was said in Wall street today, practically 
revolutionize conditions with respect to the 
cotton manufacturing industry in the south, 
if not in the entire country. 

The promoters of the syndicate were Deer- 
Ing, Milliken & Co., commission merchants | 
and agents for a large number of eastern and 
southern cotton mill. 

They will be the sole selling a for 
the new combination, which will enable the 
cotton men of the south to compete with the 
big trust in the New England states so far 
as their print goods are concerned. 

Announcement of the sale of the Garner 
works was made today by Lorenzo Semple 
of the firm of Coudert Bros., lawyers for the 
Garner heiresses. Mr. Semple, however, 
did not mention the fact that these heiresses 
themselves had taken a prominent part in 
the negotiations and that they had returned 
to this their native land for the first time in 
almost fifteen’ years to carry them through. 


Garner Left $18,000,000. 

At the death of Mr. Garner the value of his 
estate was estimated at $18,000,000. It con- 
sisted principally of his cotton goods fac- 
tories. The whole was left to his three 
daughters, Marcellite, Edith, and Florence, 
who now are, respectively, the Marquise de 
Breteull, Countess Leon de Moltke Hultfeldt, 
and Lady William Gorden-Cumming. 

For some time after his death the estate 
was managed by the executors. Then it was 
incorporated, the heiresses, of course, hold- 
ing all but a few shares. Under this form it 
has been operated most successfully ever

Barlow Attacks the Rates. 

The chief attack on express charges, how- 
ever, was made by H. C. Barlow of the Chi- 
eago Association of Commerce. He brought 
ip testimony to show that the companies are 
_ grossly overcapitalized and that in some in- 
giances they have been earning profits as 
bigh as 50 to 76 per cent on the actual invest- 
ment. Rates out of Chicago, he showed, have 
been advanced nearly 70 per cent in less than 
two years, while rates in other parts of the 
state have been raised 25 per cent within a 
month. 

‘In support of his assertions that the com- 
panies’ earnings are excéssive Mr. Den 
read figures showing: ' 

That the Adams Express company in 1906 had 
personal property amounting to only $2,300,000, 
while its capitalization was $12,000,000 in shares 
and $12,000,000 in bonds. In the next year the 
bonds were increased to 524.000, 000, most of which, 
according to Mr. Barlow, represented a gift to the 
stockholders 

That the American Express company owned per- 
gonal property worth §1,000,000, while its capital 
Stock was $18,000,000, representing $5,300,000 paid 
in, 25 per cent in cash and 75 per cent in real estate. 
The company now pays 12 per cent . and 
das assets of over $30,000,000. 

That the Wells-Fargo company is capitalised for 


8 000,000, while, according to its own statement, it 


employs in its business only $4,000,000. and in 1907 
earned net $3,351,172, or 76 per cent on this invest- 
ment. In 1006 it earned on its capital 38 per cent. 
in 1007 84 per cent, in 1008 51 per cent, and in 1909 
18 per cent. 

That the $6,000,000 stock of the Pacific Express 
eompany does not represent 1 cent of cash, the 
bares having been given outright to the Wabash, 
Missouri Pacific, and Union Pacific railroads, 
Which now collect 6 per cent dividends on the stock, 


Illinois Rates the Highest. 

Mr. Barlow also submitted a table com- 
paring rates from 150 stations in Ilinots with 
those for similar distances in other states 
where the rates are regulated. by commis+ 
sions, showing an advantage of 28 to 3 per 
tent in fa¥or of other states with population 


pt less density and less volume of business: 


“In my judgment,” he declared, “ both the 
Suburban rates out of Chicago and the rates 
throuzhout the state are unreasonable and 
excessive. We take the position that since 
the population of Dllinois for each square 
mile and for each mile of railroad is greater 
than in other states we should have lower 
rates in accordance with the regular prin- 
ciples of transportation. 

“Under the graduated scale the rate is 
the same for one ounce as for thirty-one 
pounds, and the rate for thirty-two pounds 
is the same as for 100 pounds. The smail 
package is penalized. The commission should 
prescribe different classifications for differ- 
ent Kinds of packages, so that they would not 
all take the merchandise rate. In my opinion, 
the minimum rate should be 18 cents, aa it is 
m New Hampshire. A reasonable rate for 

100 pounds for twenty-five miles would be 
80 cents, as it was for twenty-four years, 
and it should be graded up fairly.“ 


Why Rates Are Excessive. 
He said present rates are excessive for 
the following reasons: 


First—Because rates voluntaril maintained by 
the companies for twenty-four years have been 
increased 70 per cent in spite of an Increase in 
population and volume of business which should 
justify a decrease rather than an advance. 

Second—Because the graduated scale is got 
equitably nor fairly adjusted. 

Third—Because the earnings of the companite 
have been excessive. 

Foutth—Because IIIInoſs rafes are higher than 
in other states, whereas they ought to be lower. 

Fifth=Because many state commissions have 
found rates equal to those in Illinois to be unreas- 
enable. 

' Bixth—Because the contracts between the rall- 
„ads and the express companies are constructed 
an improper basis. If the express companies 
Want to get ö cents more revenue they have to raise 
the rate 10 cents in order to give the railroade half. 

Mr. Barlow quoted from a report of the 
department of commerce and labor to show 
that on June 30, 1906, the railways of the 
United States held 20,668,000 of the capital 
Stock of the expres companies and the ex- 
press companies held $34,542,950 of the stock 
and bonds of the railways. At the same time 
the express companies owned 611,618. 128 of 
the capita! stock of other express companies.

Suit eee Four Divisions. 


The suit involves all streets in the four 
divisions embracing the central business dis- 
trict of the city. These divisions are the 
original town, Fort Dearborn addition, frac- 
tional section 15, and the school section. 

The original ‘town ‘includes the district 
bounded by State, Madison; Kinzie, and Hal- 
sted streets, Statutory dedication was ad- 
mitted under a decision of the Illinois Su- 
preme court. 

The Fort Dearborn addition includes that 
territory east of State street between Madi- 
son street and the Chicago river. The land 
was sold by the secretary of War as unsuited 
for a military reservation, Statutory dbedi- 
cation is claimed by the city under the de- 
cision of the United States Supreme court 
in the Illinois Central lake front case. Judge 
Mack’s decision as originally written held in 
favor of the city, but he agreed to/hear addi- 
tional evidence on this point. 

Fractional section 15 includes the area 
bounded by State, Madison, and Twelfth 
streets and Lake Michigan. Statutory dedi- 
cation was admitted under a decision of the 
Supreme court of Illinois. 


School Section in Doubt. 
The school section is bounded by State, 


Madison, Halsted, and Twelfth streets. In 
regard to this section Judge Mack held his 


decision in abeyance, declaring the burden of 


| proof to be upon the complainants to show 


common law dedication. 

The question of determining whether the 
greater number of the streets were dedicated 
under the statutes or by common law is in 
a hopeless tangle, because of the loss of the

HOW IT WOULD WORK IN ILLINOIS. 


Last year Mr. Taft got 620,932 votes 
in Illinois to 450,810 for Bryan. It was 
because Mr. N pledged to a downward 
revision of the Tariff, ran so well that the 
Republicans were enabled to elect eight- 
eén of the twenty-five house members. 

Suppose the election were to be held 
over again today, and the Republican ean- 
didates were to lose votes and Demo- 
cratic candidates to gain them as in Mas- 
sachusetts last Tuesday. There would be 
a startling difference in results. Mr. 
Taft's vote would fall to 525,904 and Mr. 
Bryan’s rise to 486,874. 

In the Fifteenth congressional district 
Prince had a plurality of 4,369 votes. He 
would fall 1,880 votes behind his Demo- 
cratic antagonist. 

In the Sixteenth district Graff would 
lose his lead of 5,823.votes and be beaten 
by 120. 

In the Nineteenth, McKinley, who won 
hy 5,575 votes, would be beaten by 1,415. 

In the Twenty-second, where Roden- 
berg had a plurality. of 3,517, the Demo- 
erat would have a plurality of 8,070, 

In the Twenty-third, Chapman, who 
was 3,500 votes ahead, would be 1,604 
yotes behind. 

In the Twenty-fifth district. Thistie- 
| wood, who won by 3,782 votes, would lose 
by 1,910. 

The Republicans would 95 six repre- 
sentatives and the Democrats would have 
a majority of the delegation. 

That would not be so startling a change 
as in 1800. When the tariff act of that 
year was passed the delegation stood: 
Republicans, 13; Democrats, 7. That 
fall’s election made it: Republicans, 6; 
Democrats, 14. : *

Vienna is the one capital in the world where foreign- 
ers, if properly recommended and possessed of breed~- 
ing and charm, are well réceived, no matter whether 
private citizens or officials, and where diplomats, 
unless they fulfill the requirements of the Viennese 
“great world, are restricted to purely official! relations, 
and are boycotted absolutely by society. Now the

Viennese great. world, which had received the Bellamy 


Storers with open arms, did not take kindly to the 
Guillemins. it showed itself cool to Jean Guillemin, 
and still more s@ to his socially ambitious wife, who 
found the doors of the grand monde virtually closed 
against her. 

To make matters worse the ambassador, Philippe 
Crozier, formerly chief. ef the protocol department at 
the ministry of foreign affairs at Paris and grand 
master of ceremonies to the French government,. is 
a bachelor, and, being a, eultured, agreeable, and 
‘clever man, has become a great favorite in Viennese 
society. He is most hospitable. Under ordinary cir- 
cumstances it would have fallen to the lot of Mme. 
Guillemin, as the wife of the principal member of his 
staff, to do the honors at his entertainments and to 
fill the role of mistress of the house. But the am- 


bassader soon was made to feel the awkwardness of 


asking a lady to act in that capacity when inviting 
Austrian great nobles and their wives whose doors 
were closed against her. : 

Consequently he had to choose between dispensing 
with the presence of Mme. Guillemin at his dinners 
and fétes, in the role of hostess, and closing fhe doors 
of the emrbassy to the Austrian great world. Natu- 
wally he adopted the former alternative, and thus in- 
eurred the bitter enmity of Jean Guillemin, and es- 
pecially of his wife. 


~ 
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As if to get even with the ambassador and also 
with Viennese society, both the Gulillemins threw 
themselves into the arms of the Russian embassy in 
Austria and manifested in every possible way evi- 
dence of their pronounced Muscovite sympathies. 
Naturally they thereby laid themselves open to charges 


of using their official position to intrigue in behalf of’ 


Russia—this at a moment when the relations de- 
tween Austria and, Russia are so strained that the 
ezar, when he ‘visited the king and queen of Italy at 
Racconigi a fortnight ago, made a detour of more than 
1,500 miles in order to avoid passing over Austro- 
Hungarian territory and receiving any discourtesies 
at the hands of the house of Hapsburg. 

This attitude of the Guillemins gave great offense 
at Vienna in official and court circles; all the more 
as it was in flagrant contradiction of tha policy of the 
ambassador, who had been at special pains to main- 
tain an absolutely neutral role in the differences be- 


tween Russia and Austria. M. Crozier was given to 


understand that the presence of the Guillemins on the 
staff of his mission was no longer conducive’ to its 
success, and having submitted this information to 
the government at Paris, they have now been recalled, 
greatly to the satisfaction of the Austrian government, 
of Viennese society, and of Ambassador Crosier. 

It will be interesting to observe what future mis-~- 
sion is in store for the Guillemins. Thelr record at 
Vienna is likely to prove a serious handicap to them 
in any other big capital, while the fact that both have 
been working against their chief is not precisely cal- 
culated to gender any other ambassador anxious to 
have them connected with his staff. 

The Guillemin family seems to have an unfortunate 
disposition in this respect, for it is recalled that when 
the Comtesse de Montebello, née Guillemin, was in 
London, Where her husband then was frst seoretary, 
she went about in English saciety abusing his chief, 
Senator Chalamel-Latour, the ambassador, to stich an 
extent as to bring about his recall,
